FEBRUA RY 23. 1945 
Pvt Rpv Evans cl Cojiandæ 
Teüs of Spending Seven Bays 
I rapped Behind German Lines 


Pvt 
R‘X Evans. 24. son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Clay to Evans* Com an­ 
che. and who was recently re­ 
ported as missing in action, after 
spending seven days behind the 
German lines, is now in France, 
suffering from frozen feet. In a 
letter 
received 
by 
hi,s 
parents 
recently, 
the Comanche private 
tells somethin 
uof his exciting 
experiences behind enemy lines. 
Part of the Evans letter follows: 
France 
We were cut off benind the 
German lines I was with an ar- 
mored division, and we stopped 
under a pine thicket, and decided 
to divide up. There were ten ve­ 
hicles with us including a captain 
who had a half track. We divided 
up in small groups, with about a 
r a y s ration each, and started iut 
to penetrate through the German 
lines. There were eight men in 
our group. 
We didn’t go out far the first 
day, but kept under cover until 
dark. 
We could hear Germans 
talking all around us. The next 
day we started eating the first 
of our K rations We saw a hay 
shed about 300 yards out in an 
open field, and decided to try to 
make it. We ran to the shed, and 
then from there, we ran to a 
hedge row’ of bushes about 400 
yards further off. We were spotted 
by two Germ» nsoldiers, but th ey' 
just seemed to watch us for ai 
while, then left. 
We met five more Americans, 
who were also trapped, and they 
decided to join us, as none of them 
had a compass. That made 
a 
lucky thirteen of us. We were all 
half frozen to death. The next 
morning, we started out again, as 
soon as it was light. We came to* 
the main road the Germans were 
traveling. Their trucks and tanks 
tiaveled one right after the other 
all day long. We waited in hiding : 
all day, till it got dark enough 
for us to cross the road. 
Came to another hay stack; 
gathered up some hay. and took 
it into the woods, where we buried 
up in it. We were all covered up 
with snow by morning. It was 
awfully cold on our fourth d a y ! 
out. and we were all getting very: 
cold. wet. and hungry. We’d fin-! 
ished the last of our K rations, 
and if you don’t know what a 
K ratio nis, it ain't much. We* 
decided that we w’ould hunt a 
farm house, an dtry to get some­ 
thing 
to eat. We were 
always 
close to the Germans, and a Nazi 
patrol almost caught us. as we 
made it toward the farm house-— I 
which was deserted. Wo found a 
farm 
house, and 
three of the I 
boys went up, and the pepople I 
gave us some bread. One of the 
boys could speak a little French, f 
and he did the talking for u s.« 
The far mpeople told us that the 


Germans were cornin ’ and weren’t 
ver yfar off. 
Got to where the Americana 
were supposed to be but found 
<»ut that they had been pushed 
back 
and we were still 20 miles 
»behind the lines. We made it to 
a vihage, and slept there that 
night in the kitchen of a French 
couple. We started out before day­ 
light 
the next morning, feeling 
pretty good, because we’d been 
able to get a really good meal. 
It 
was awfully cold out, and 
after traveling all day through 
the woods, across creeks, and in 
the hills, we were all about froz­ 
en, but couldn’t build a fire be­ 
cause o ft he Germans. We came 
to another small village, and they 
gave us something to eat, and we 
all got warm. They let us sleep 
the rest of the night in a hay 
loft. We next came onto a C ana­ 
dian camp that had been aban­ 
doned during the breakthrough 
but they had left their blankets) 
and their beds, and we decided 
to stay there for a while. Just 
before night, we were run off by 
some Germans, but wu* did man­ 
age to carry some blankets with 
us. 
The seventh day we started out I 
with all of us nearly frozen. We 
followed a creek, which we just 
didn't 
have the nerve to wade 
across, but finally found a rail-1 
road bridge, and crossed there.» 
We came to another farm house!! 
and they gave us bread and b it­ 
ter. and told us we were just five 
miles to the American lines. Twoj 
Frenchmen went with u.-> to the 
edge of the next tow n, and they ! 
told us where the priest 
lived. I 
The bridge had been blown u p ' 
across the river, and the priest! 
u ent with us to show us where 
to cross the river. 
Then, we were about 112 miles 
from 
the 
American 
lines. 
We 
a iked to tins little town in Bel­ 
gium. where they Americans were, 
and after seven days, made it 
back safely. Nine of the thirteen 
went to the hospital, including 
me with frozen feet.
